How Much to Spend 

Telling Store News 

There is no question of greater interest to merchants 
than that of determining the qmount to be provided and 
spent on the store’s advertising says the Hemet News. There 
is no question on which they are more anxious to secure 
light. 

Fundamentally, the question comes down to the pro¬ 
blem of getting to the people the news of a store. In another 
way every newspaper is confronted with th same question: 
How much may be spent in securing the news of the day 
for its readers? 

The newspaper finds in necessary to spend as much as 
is required to meet obligations it has assumed to its readers, 
it must secure and print the news, even though at times, 
this may be a matter of a very great expense. Yet, if it 
fails to measure up to its obligations to its readers, that 
course of false economy would prove more expensive still. 

The merchant of today is confronted with the necessity 
of keeping the people fully informed about his store, lie 
is conducting a service-institution, whose value to the com¬ 
munity depends in part upon the close touch it keeps with 
the people. His store is a center of news. What he ac¬ 
complished, in the way of securing desirable commodities 
for his customers, at right prices; every stroke of enter¬ 
prise on his part, whose result is to benefit his patrons, must 
be told, as news, to his store’s customers and friends. 

He must get his news to them promptly; just as prompt¬ 
ly and just as interestingly as the newspaper gets 
the news of the world to those same people. 
They require the news in the daily routine of their lives. 
It is important to them. It often means saving for them, 
opportunities for timely purchases. 

It has been brought out clearly that a group of great 
stores in half a dozen different cities average, for their ad¬ 
vertising appropriations, nearly five per cent of their gross 
receipts. Some run beyond six per cent. Others as little 
as three per cent. 

The figures are not conclusive, althongh they are en¬ 
lightening. The fact remains that the mission of the store 
advertising is to get store news to the people—to get it to 
them through the channels which carry to them the news 
of the world. These channels of news are the newspapers. 
Other forms of so-called advertising are not channels of 
news, therefore represent diverted effort and diverted re¬ 
sources for the merchant. They represent waste. 

If. to publish your store news, costs five per cent of 
your gross turnover, reflect how much more it would cost 
you not to advertise fully and informingly.

MAKING PATIENCE EASY 

Prohibitionists can well afford to sit back with a smile 
and not a worry over what the California legislature does 
about the liquor question. Of course they will take all they 
can get, preferably county option. There is absolutely no 
danger of any loosening of the present restrictions. The 
liquor men are on the defensive and all they are hoping for 
is to make the new legislation as mild as possible. The 
legislature will do one of three things—pass the county op¬ 
tion law, pass the Rominger bill or some other which will 
wipe out saloons, or “let well enough alone and do nothing. 

If the county option law is passed the “drys” will be 
satisfied, for it was the chief item in this year’s program. 

If the saloons are wiped out, it will be done with help 
of the wine men who have decided it is best to throw 
the whiskey interests overboard in an effort to save them¬ 
selves. If the wine men do that the saloon element will 
seek revenge by voting for total prohibition the first time 
the question is submitted to tiie people of the state. 

If the "let well enough alone” policy prevails, then 
the {>eople of the state will rise in their wrath and throw 
the whole business out. For the wine men have twice de- 
defeated statewide prohibition by promising reform or total 
elimination of the saloon. 1 hey can t do it again. 

Talk about Scylla and Charybdis, or the devil and the 
deep sea—the liquor men are facing more different kinds 
of dilemmas than the phrase makers ever thought oi. And 
the “drys” can just sit back and wait with a patient smile.
